Charter a Ship to Search For $1,000,000 


In Bullion and $600,000 Worth of 


Diamonda Conceaisd by British Gen­ 


eral During the Revolutionary War. 


Norfolk, Va , Sept 17.—Laughed at 
when he attem pted to Interest local 
ship masters In a proposed search for 
a sunken treasure chest in the York 
river, Bally Von Wagoman, of Hanover 
county, Va , went to Baltimore and 
chartered the schooner J. E. Davis, 
Captain John E. Davis, and^ialled from 
that port In quest of treasure-trove. 
Wagoman 
stated 
authoritatively 
when he was here that he was in pos­ 
session of the secret of the spot where 
General Cornwallis, prior to his sur­ 
render to General Washington, con­ 
cealed a copper chest containing $1.- 
000.000 in bullion and diamonds to the 
value of $500,000. 
That the British did sink this treas­ 
ure under several yards of good earth 
on the banks of the York river is a 
tradition that has been verified by the 
statements of various historians since 
the days of *7<l. 
Several expeditions have been start­ 
ed in search of the buried chest, but 
all have failed, because, as Mr. Wago- 
man declared, the spot where the offi­ 
cers of Lord Cornwallis’ staff buried 
the treasure has since become the bed 
of the York river. 
The schooner J. E. Davis reached 
Hampton Roads from Baltimore, and 
after several additions to the equip­ 
ment of the vessel had been made she 
set sail for the mouth of the Rappa­ 
hannock river. 
It is understood that Wagoman and 
Captain Davis agreed to make the ex­ 
pedition on half shares. Wagoman fur­ 
nishing the necessary Information and 
the master of the schooner the equip­ 
ment. Wagoman is said to have ac­ 
quired the secret from one of the crew 
of a former quest, who will be picked 
up by the schooner as she passes up 
the Rappahannock. 


FIRE AT WHITE HOUSE 


First Since 1S14 Ruins Furnace Room 
of Offices. 
Washington, Sept. 27.—Fire broke 
out at the White House and for a 
short time it was very threatening. It 
was not in the White House proper, 
hut in the executive offices, which are 
being reconstructed In the president's 
absence. 
The fire originated in the furnace 
room. 
A hot fire had been made in 
the furnace to dry the plaster freshly 
put on the walls. Tbs furnace room 
was practically gutted, the blaze be­ 
ing communicated to the walls and 
roof by msans of tbs flue. 
The quick response af the firemen 
resulted In their soon bringing the 
blase under control. The damage was 
alight. 
Bo far as any one here recalls this 
was the first fire to occur at the White 
House since the invasion of tha na­ 
tional capitol by the British In 1814. 
when the capitol, White House and 
most of the other 
public buildings 
were burned.

FEEDING LIVE STOCK. 


Occasional Changa of Food Beneficial 
to All Farm Animala. 
AU kinds of farm live stock go off 
their feed at times, the cause of which 
may be some Interna] complaint but 
very often It Is traceable to their be­ 
ing fed too long on one kind of food. 
writes

Bread la the 
main food for the human race, and 
there are foods that take a like posi­ 
tion In the animal kingdom. Sound, 
tweet bay. for instance, Is a materiel 
which most farm animals never tire 
of. Oats, too, are an all the year round 
food, particularly for horses, but In 
these days, when cakes, meals and 
condiments are so much employed in 
feeding, the appetites of the animala 
are very apt to clog. 
Inferior fodder, too, upsets animals, 
and no one will keep much live stock 
or go on tor a \ery long period with 
out finding that a change of food I 
desirable. Indeed necessary. When In­ 
difference to f«N*i calls for this, some 
will Imagine that a tonic or plck-me 
up will quickly rectify all failings, and 
these are sometimes given, but few 
have very good results and none last­ 
ing. as the improvement, if it takes 
plies, is not i*ermanent 
The best thing Is to give less food 
and change It partially or wholly 
Good, bright hay may always be in 
eluded 
Crushed oats are one of the 
finest correctives I have ever used. 
These will tie taken w heD nearly all 
else is refused, if an oily meal goes 
down badly, ore with no oil should be 
substituted This is a decided change 
and generally a most acceptable one. 
and It cuts both ways, aa If dry meals 
are tired of th# animals should be 
given oily matter. They should not be 
merely put on the changed rations for 
a day or so. but should have quite a 
period of It. This will be the moot 
beneficial In the long run. 
Mnch food is given to some classes 
of animals In a very sloppy condition 
They often get terribly tired of It, and 
dry materials are gone for greedily. 
Milk cows ire given a lot of moist 
food in the hope that this will increase 
the flow of milk. bat when the time 
comes, as it certainly will if persisted 
in. when they are Indifferent to It 
there should be no delay in introduc 
Ing more dry food. 
Pigs are often extremely “nice.** 
How 
frequently 
do 
we see 
their 
troughs nearly full of food that bas 
been given hours previously. This Is 
especially the case when fattening Is 
going on. That they should refuse is 
wondered at. but experienced feeders 
are In no way surprised, as they know 
the results of persisting with one kind 
of food only. 
A change from fine to coarse mate 
rial 
is generally advantageous. 
It 
must not be inferred that I mean * 
change from superior to Inferior foods 
That la quite a different method, which 
I do not support.

an extra piece of 2 by 4 about ten

The rest saves the milker 
the work of holding the pail between 
his knees or keeps It off the stable 
floor In case this undesirable practice 
Is followed.
